PROPHESIED BY SEWARD. 


The Former Secretary of State Foresaw 
the Fame of Alaska. 

Mr. W. H. Smith of Washington, who 
accompanied Secretary William H. Sew- 
ard on his trip around the world, when 
asked why Mr. Seward never made 
known his reasons which led to the 
purchase of Alaska, said: ‘‘Mr. Seward 
had suffered enough abuse and ridicule 
from the press. The manner in which 
President Jefferson bad been criticised 
and abused when he attempted to set 
forth the advantages of the Louisiana 
purchase had been a sufiicient object 
lesson for him to know that if he had 
attempted to announce what he knew of 
this newly acquired territory the de- 
rision would have been greater. Sup- 
pose he had made the statement that 
the territory contained gold, silver, 
copper and valuable minerals. Sucha 
statement would have been ridiculed as 
puerile. He was determined that his 
advocacy of the purchase should justify 
itself.’’ 

Referring to Mr. Seward’s trip to 
Alaska after his retirement from public 
life, he said: ‘* When we reached Alaska, 
the ex-secretary, in company with his 
intimate friend Mr. Samuel Hooker of 
Massachusetts, was standing in the bow 
of the ship gazing at theshore. Just be 
fore landing Mr. Seward placed his 
hand on the shoulder of his friend and 
said: ‘Hooker, here is the land that I 
have been so much abused for acquiring 
for the United States. Mark my words, 
the day will come when it will prove a 
greater sensation and far more remuner 
ative than California. The American 
people will yet retract what they have 
said in abuse of my action in regard to 
this territory and eulogize me for its 
purchase.’’’—St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat. 


“DOG DAYS” A MYTH. 


Authoritative Announcement From a Well 
Known Society. 

The leaflet just sent out by the Amer- 
ican Society For the Prevention of Cru- 
elty to Animals contains some interest- 
ing information. Among other things, 
the pamphlet says that ‘‘there are no 
dog days, because there is no time of 
the year when dogs are especially liable 
to rabies. There are no more cases of 
rabies in July and August than in De- 
cember and January. Moreover, rabies 
is one of the rarest of canine diseases, ’’ 


It further states that ‘‘in the 30 years | 


since the American Society For the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals was 
established our officers and agents have 
been constantly on the lookout, but no 
undoubted case has ever fallen under 
their observation or within their knowl- 
edge, and of over 160,000 dogs and other 
small animals which have been cared 
for at our shelter during the past three 
years not one single case of rabies has 
been found.’’ The writer denies the 
truth of many generally accepted symp- 
toms of rabies.

WILL BORE FOR GOLD. 


New Machine to Be Used In the Frozen 
Klondike Placers, 

William Schwarnweber, a St. Louis 
inventor, has obtained letters patent for 
& prospecting machine that will obviate 
all difficulties arising from the frozen 
grounds of the Alaskan placer fields. 

Thus far it has been necessary for the 
miners to build fires on the frozen 
gravel of the rivers in order to remove 
even a few inches of dirt. Six inches 
deep is considered a good thaw, and fire 
after fire has to be kindled to make any 
kind of an impression on the ground. 
Mr. Schwarnweber’s invention will en- 
able two miners to prospect to a depth 
of 80 feet or even more without the ne- 
cessity of building a fire. 

The device consists of a steel screw 
which is worked into the ground like a 
post hole augur. A cylinder of the same 
diameter of the screw and two feet in 
depth follows the screw into the ground, 
and within the cylinder is a well bucket 
which has an open bottom into which 
the detached dirt and gravel are forced. 
When full, this bucket is elevated by a 
windlass attachment and can be washed 
out and panned while the bucket is re- 
turned into the well for another load.— 
Exchange. 


Imports Free From Duty, 

Assistant Secretary Spaulding has de- 
cided that cargoes imported into the 
United States in Norwegian vessels 
from any country are not subject under 
our treaty with Sweden and Norway to 
a discriminating duty of 10 per cent. 
While specific cases of Swedish, Ger- 
man, Austrian, Belgian, Brazilian, 
Danish, Italian, Hawaiian, Dutch, Rus- 
sian and Turkish vessels have not yet 
been brought before the department, 
the terms of our treaties with these na- 
tions are suah as to exempt them from 
discriminating duty. 

Whether the new tariff act should be 
construed as imposing the discriminat- 
ing duty in certain cases on British, 
French, Portuguese, Japanese vessels 
aud vessels of some other nationalities 
bas not been determined.—Washington 
Star. 

New Commander For the Pope’s Guard, 

Don Paolo Altieri, Prince of Viano, 
has just been appointed by Pope Leo 
coadjutor and future successor of his 
father, Prince Emilio Altieri, in the 
command of the pope’s Noble guard. 
The post is becoming hereditary in the 
Altieri family, as it has been held by 
some member of it since the beginning 
of the century and may be added to the 
other five hereditary positions held by 
princely families at the papal court. 
There are two princes assistant to the 
papal throne, the heads of the Orsini 
and Colonna families; a marshal of the 
holy Roman church and of the sacred 
conclaye, Prince Chigi Albani; a stand- 
ard bearer of the holy church, the Mar- 
quis Patrizi-Montoro, and a grand mas- 
ter of the sacred hospice, Prince Rus- 
poli.

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HOUGHS NECK. 


Mr. J. Stanley Mears of Houghs 
Neck, who is suffering from a stroke 
of paralysis, was unconscious all day 
Wednesday. He is a very sick man. 

None of the new sails invented by 
Professor Biles, the designer of the 
St. Paul and the St. Louis, and one of 
the most famous marine architects in 
the world have yet appeared off Houghs 
Neck, and they will be a great 
novelty, The sail is shaped very much 
like an umbrella and opens and shuts 
like one.

BARRE’S ‘COMBINE. 


Quarries to be Leased and Run 


Cooperatively. 


It is reported that the quarries of Barre, 
Vt., are to combine and do a cooperative 
business, similar in management to the 
wholesale company which is proposed for 
Quincy. 

Mayor Sortwell of Cambridge has been 
working for two years to effect a combina- 
tion for the best interests of all. The 72 
quarry owners have worked at cross pur- 
poses for years. They have gone into the 
market and cut prices to get their products 
placed, and with so many different firms 
hus'ling for trade it made an_ erratic 
market, This has resulted in spasmodic 
working of the quarries, and as a result 
the granite cutters have lived from hand 
to mouth, 

The present scheme was to gei all the 
quarry owners into line, form a company 
in the main co-operative, and simplify the 
selling of the granite. The company was 
formed and Mayor Sortwell elected Presi- 
dent. The plan was to lease, in the com- 
pany’s name, «sl! the quarries paying a 
fixed yearly rental! to each quarry owner. 

The company will have headquarters at 
Barre, will sell the grapite and do every- 
thing the same as if they owned the evtire 
set of quarries,

TO BURY THE DEVIL. 


Thousands of Negroes Assembled For That 
Pious Purpose. 

Over 5,000 colored people in the 
vicinity of Mountville, S. C., quit 
work recently in answer to a call to as- 
semble for the ‘‘burial of satan,’’ who, 
they say, has just been convicted by a 
jury of 12 angels and sentenced to 
everlasting burial in that place. 

These people have been holding a re- 
vival meeting in the town, and as a re- 
sult of acollection they bought a bell 
to adorn their church. It was upon the 
first ringing of this bell that some of 
them said they detected the announce- 
ment that the burial of satan was at 
hand and that the ringing must be kept 
up continuously. The ringing has since 
been kept up, and the colored people 
have been thrown into a high pitch of 
fervor, in which they forget all things 
of earth and rave like lunatics. 

Every day the number of the devotees 
is being added to from the surrounding 
country, and the result is that the cot- 
ton is standing unpicked in the fields 
while this wild demonstration is in 
progress. The attending colored minis- 
ters say they have attended the court of 
heaven in person, where God, the judge, 
after satan had been convicted by a 
jury of 12 representative angels, passed 
sentence on him, turning him over to 
the colored people of Mountville to 
bury once and forever.—Baltimore Sun. 


CURED BY WIRE. 


A Remarkable Long Distance Faith Cure 
Vouched For by Many. 

One of the most remarkable faith 
cures on record is reported from Austin, 
Tex. Not long since William Lock- 
ridge, a prominent merchant, was lying 
prostrated with paralysis of his lower 
limbs, which were so badly affected 
that they had to be lifted every time he 
turned in his bed.

QUINCY 
LUETGERT’S TRIAL. 


His Callousness During the Poliee 
Search For His Wife, 


Exhibited No Interest What- 
ever In Searchers’ Work.

Chicago, Sept. 3.—It did not help the 
case for Luetgert, the sausage maker, 
undergoing the ordeal of a trial for the 
killing of his wife, that evidence was 
given yasterday by a police captain of 
the utter callousness of the prisoner 
when the police were prosecuting the 
search for the missing woman. For the 
innocent man he pretends to be, he ex- 
hibited a surprising lack of concern as to 
the outcome of clues which had been run 
down. 

On one occasion he called at the sta- 
tion to protest against an article ina 
daily paper saying that his first wife 
had not died a natural death. The po- 
lice at this time were dragging the river, 
poking into clay holes and patrolling the 
lake in the hope of finding some trace of 
the missing woman, but Luetgert, after 
he had complained of the paper, left the 
station without even asking if the police 
had found any trace of his wife. When 
the police first became aware of the dis- 
appearance of Mrs. Luetgert through her 
brother they asked Luetgert what theory 
he had regarding her disappearance, and 
he said that in his opinion she had be- 
come insane and had wandered away 
from home. He had not reported her 
going away either to the police or his 
neighbors because he said it was a dis- 
grace to have an insane wife, and he did 
not want people to know anything about 
it. Captain Schuettler said that in 
the werk the police did on the 
fore the arrest of Luetgert they 
received any help or suggestions from 
the husband. The witness told of the 
visit of himself, Inspector Schaak and a 
number of officers to the sausage fac- 
tory, the examination of the 
house and vats and the finding of the 
rings in the middle vat. The rings, one 
a plain gold wedding ring, and the other 
a guard ring, were put in evidence, 

Attorney Phalen, on the cross-examin- 
ation of Captain Schuettler, asked him 
to tell the jury all the police had done to 
ascertain whether Mrs. Luetgert was 
alive or dead. The witness again 
tailed the varicus steps he had tak¢ 
the investigation. Mr. Phalen asked if 
he had not heard that Mrs. Luetgert had 
been seen at Kenosha, or in that neigh- 
borhood. The captain said the police 
had received letters, most of them 
anonymous, stating that Mrs. Luetgert 
had been seen wandering near Kenosha, 
and he sent two officers there t ves 
gate. The officers discovered 
of Mrs. Luetgert. 

Attorney Phalen pressed the wi 
further about trips which he himself had 
taken in the Luetg rt case, and the cap- 
tain said he had gone to New York to 
investigate a rumor that Mrs. Luetgert 
had been seen thers May 8 Chief of 
Pol ce Kipiey, the witness said, had re- 
ceived a message from the New York 
police that a man name was 
Gratty had met Mrs. Luetgert on Broad- 
way. Gratty, it was said, was a lover 
of Mrs. Luetgert before her marriage to 
the sausage maker, and had met her on 
Broadway. The captain said he had not 
gone to New York to find out whether 
Mrs. Luetgert had been there or not. 

Judge Vincent asked to have the state- 
ment as to the object of the captain's 
visit to New York stricken out, but the 
court said the defense had called it out. 
There was a wrangle between the at- 
torneys, in the midst of which the court 
adjourned for the day. Tuthill 
said he would either strike out all the 
testimony concerning the trip to New 
York, or have the whole story t o the 
jury. 

Luetgert announced that he intended 
to take the stand and testify in his own 
behalf. He said that he had talked the 
matter over with his attorneys and they 
had consented that he should do so. He 
would tell all about his actions on the 
night preceding th@ disappearance of 
his wife, and would convince the jury 
that he had done nothing wrong. 
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Big Gathering of Miners. 

Pittsburg, Sept. 3.—Colonel W. P. Rend 
yesterday met his thousand miners 
through a committee of 12 men selected 
for the purpose. There was an im- 
mense gathering of miners, their wives 
and children about the place of con- 
ference. The best of feeling prevailed, 
and Colonel Rend announced after the 
conference that there was a full and 
tandid discussion of the merits of the 
plans proposed for the settlement of thé 
etrike. 

He says that the committee that 
walted upon him assured him that the 
plan had their cordial support and they 
felt that the body of the miners would 
endorse it if submitted to them. The 
colonel pointed out to his men how an 
enforced settlement would result in only 
temporary gain to either side and re- 
peated to them his well known views in 
favor of arbitration. He said that 64 
cents was not a living rate, but hy 
thought 69 cents was too much. 


The Letter to Low. 

New York, Sept. 3.—The letter of the 
Citizens’ union offering the nomination 
by that organization as its candidate for 
tnayor of Greater New York to President 
Beth Low, which was sent to him at 
Northeast Harbor, Me., was made pub- 
lic last night. It runs as follows: 

Dear Sir—In accordance with the 
wishes of a large body of voters of the 
city of New York who desire that the 
chief magistrate of the city may be free 
from all partisan obligations, and who 
seek to maintain the principle embodied 
in the constitutional provision separat- 
ing national and state from local elec- 
tions, with the object stated in the pub- 
lic address of the constitutional con- 
vention, “that the business affairs of our 
freat municipal corporation may be 
managed upon their own merits, un- 
controlled by national and state politics,” 
we have the honor on behalf of these 
voters numbering upwards of 127,000 and

Woman Kil'ed and a Number of Passengers In- 
jured on a New York Road. 
Cortland, N. Y.. Sept. 3.—Train No. 4,

Misuse of Trust Funds,

LARGE ATTENDANCE, 


Some of the School Buildings Over- 
crowded—Number by Rooms. 


The Quincy public schools opened 
Tuesday with a large attendance, the 
total number being 4191, an increase of 
317 over the number at the beginning 
of the fall term in 1896, This number 
however does not tell how large a 
school army will have to be accom- 
modated this year, for the new pupils 
have two weeks in which to enter. 

It is, however, very certain that the 
School Committee will find itself 
cramped for room in several of the 
school buildings. The building to 
suffer the most is the Coddington, 
which is the second largest in point 
of numbers of any of the buildings, the 
total number being 434. This is con- 
siderably more than it can easily ac- 
commodate the second and third grades 
are the most crowded. 

The Adams school is not suffering 
any, and can easily handle its 
pupils and let one class of the Lincoln 
use a part of the building. 

At the Lincoln they are somewhat 
crowded especially in the fifth grade, 
and it will be necessary to put down 
a few seats. It is evident that an 
enlargement will have to be made in 
this for besides being 
crowded now it has one class quartered 
at the Adams building. 

The John Hancock as usual is badly 
crowded and every available room will 
be in use and extra seats will be put 
in, and it will still remain crowded. 

At the Willard school there were 
pupils, and although this building has 
been relieved somewhat by the Gridley 
Bryant it is still crowded. Tuesday it 
was found necessary to put a class in 
the attic again. The fourth and fifth 
grades are crowded and more seats will

EMPEROR WILLIAM'S EYE. 


Discoloration, Says Labouchere, Was Caused 
by a Lieut :naut. 

London, Sept. 8.—Henry Labouchere, 
in Truth yesterday, renews the mysteri- 
ous hints which have been in cireula- 
tion since the death of Lieutenant Von 
Hahnke of the German navy, who met 
his death by drowning in July last. In 
so doing Mr. Labouchere once mere pub- 
bishes the intimation that the lieuten- 
ant’s death was a sequel to the black eye 
which Emperor William received at 
gbout that time. According to one story 
the black eye was cused by a blow from 
a rope, Which was being whirled about 
by the wind. Another story has it that 
the emperor so coarsely abused Lieuten- 
ant Von Hahnke that the latter com- 
mitted Finally, still another 
version of the affair is that the lieuten- 
ant, stung by the emperor's sharp words, 
resented them to the extent of blacken- 
ing his majesty's eye, and then took his 
own life. 

Truth, in yesterday's comments on the 
affair,says: Itis worthy of remark that 
the authorized version was mest oblig- 
ingly impressed by the officers and men 
of the Hohenzollern upon every tourist 
they met 

The official version of the affair, in 
brief, is that Lieutenant Von Hahnke 
accidentally ran into the river Gron- 
dalselvy on his bicycle while trying to 
avoid a collision with a shying pony. 
The river, it is further explained, is a 
raging torrent, and when the lieuten- 
ant’s companion came upon the scene 
all trace of Von Hahnke, except his cap, 
had disappeared. Mr. Labouchere adds: 
“We have received a letter saying that 
on the day following Von Hahnke's death 
a dummy figure of the same size and 
weight was tossed into the torrent in 
order to testits effect. When the dummy 
was drawn in it was found to be torn 
to pieces, and everybody agrees that Von 
Hahnke's body must have met a similar 
fate. Yet, since the appearance of 
Truth’s remarks it is announced from 
Berlin that the body has been recovered 
after being six weeks in the raging tor- 
rent, and that it will be brought home 
for Burial.”

Washington, Sept 8.—The treasury de- 
partment makes public the following 
letter from a government official now 
in Alaska on the way to the gold fields, 
stating at the same time that the writer, 
whose name 18 withheld, has been 12 
vears in the service and is thoroughly 
geliable: ‘I deem it my duty to write 
sou on a subject that does not come 
direc tly within my line of duty.

The Mexico and Cali 
fernia express was pulled by two loco 
motives, and when they struck the 
engine drawing the fast mail the boilers 
of all three exploded and tore a 
in the ground so deep that the smok 
ing car of the west-bound train went 
in On top of the three engines and two 
mail cars balanced there without turning 
over The passengers in the smoking 
oar escaped through the windows 

The front end of this car was enveloped 
in a volume of stifling smoke and steam, 
rushing up from the wreck below, and 
the rear door was jammed tight In the 
Wreck of the car behind. The wreck 
Ceught fire from the engines and the cars 
in the hole, and the smoking cars were 
quickly burned to ashes. In climbing 
out of the smoking car several men fell 
through the rifts in the wreck below, 
and it is impossible to tell whether they 
escaped or were burned to death 

The wesit-bound train carried seven o1 
eight coaches and its passengers in 
cluded many excursionists who had been 
to hear William J.. Bryan speak at the 
county fair in Burlingame. Mr. Bryan 
himself was on the train, but was rid 
ing in the rear Pullman. He states 
that nothing but a heavy jolt was ex 
perienced by the passengers in his coach 

Mr. Bryan was one of the most ener- 
getic men in the crowd of rescuers 
He helped to carry out the dead and 
wounded, and gave the greatest atten- 
tion to their care. fellow 
who was bad!y maimed called Mr. Bryan 
and said: “I am dying now and want t& 
shake your hand and say God bless you. 
If you possibly can, Mr. Bryan, get me 
a drink of water.” 

Mr. Bryan went into the fast mail car, 
end of whicb was burning, and 
came out with the drink of water which 
he gave to the suffering man. He 
brought out cushions for others of the 
injured and was everywhere present to 
minister to ehe wants of the suffering. 

Of the seven or eight cars making up 
the Mexico and California express only 
the mail, baggage and and 
smoking cars were destroyed. The coach 
following the smoker was badly splin- 
tered. There were not more than a 
dozen passengers on the fast mail, all 
in one coach, and while none of them was 
seriously injured, thelr shaking up was 
terrible. Every seat in the coach was 
torn from the floor and many floor planks 
came up With the seats. One man, Jchn 
Sweency, was thrown over three seats 
and through a window,but escaped with 
only scratches and bruises. The other 
cars of the fast mail train, a baggage 
and express, were totally wrecked. 

It is stated that the wreck was caused 
by a miscarriage of orders from the 
trainmaster. At Emporia the eastbound 
ijast mall train received orders to pass 
the California express at Lange, seven 
miles east. Another order was sent to 
Lange for the California express to take 
the siding there, but this order was not 
delivered, and the westbound train 
passed on, the trainmen expecting to 
pass the fast mail at Emporia. 

It is feared that nearly all of the seven 
mai) clerks perished fn the disaster, but 
so far only six bodies have been taken 
from the wreck. Those déad are: Jim 
Brennan, engineer, Topeka; Nate Hol- 
lister, fireman, Topeka; J. F. Souders, 
Kansas City, express messenger, body 
almost consumed by fire; William 
Frisbey, engineer; R. A. Doran, Emporia, 
postal clerk; J. T. Gonzales, fireman 
westbound train; unknown tramp; J. G. 
Bragman, Topeka; Benjamin Walters, 
St. Joseph, Mo.,a fireman on the west- 
bound train, is missing.

Ryan pokes left to face hard 
McCoy rushes Ryan to the ropes and 
swings two hard lefts on body. Ryan 
reaches the body with a right as the 
gong sounded. 

Round three—Ryan falls short, with a 
left lead. They clinch and exchange 
lefts on body. Ryan's right eye is bleed- 
ing fromajab. McCoy rushes and Ryan 
falls to his knees, McCoy going over him 
Both men laugh as they get up. Ryan 
snds a Hght left to face, the “Kid’"’ 
sending left to face. They exchange 
hard lefts on Jaw. Ryan pokes left to 
face. Ryan pokes right to wind twice as 
round closes, and his adherents cheer. 

Round. four—Ryan leads left to face. 
McCoy comes back, swinging left to face. 
McCoy swings right and left to face, and 
Ryan slips in a rush. McCoy lets his 
right go before he can controlit. There 
were cries of “foul,” but none allowed 
Ryan pokes left to face and gets a nasty 
one in the same place in return, and an- 
other on the wind. Ryan rushes and 
they exchange rights on face.

YELLOW FEVER CASE». 


Biloxi ard Ocean Springs the Only Places 
Where They Exist. 

New Orleans, 10.—Up to night- 
fall last night there had been no change 
in the fever situation. Two cr three 
suspicious cases had been reported to 
the board of health—a material falling 
off from Wednesday, when there were 37. 
These were investigated with the usua! 
result. 

Dr. Olliphant and his corps realize that 
they have but one battle—that of pre 
venting any more importations from 
the coast towns, Biloxi and Ocean 
Springs. Dr. Guiteras and the othe: 
sovernment experts have declared that 
yellow fever existed at Ocean Springs 
and Biloxi. While the decision of D: 
Guiteras has set at rest all doubt here 
that yellow fever exists at Ocean Springs, 
the people there find some consolation 
in the fact that peculiar conditions 
surround the death of Sheray Seymour, 
who was officially declared to have suc- 
cumbed to yellow fever. He wasin bad 
health before he was stricken and un- 
necessarily exposed himself. He was 
first treated with primative methods 
by his family, no physician was called 
for four days, and when he showed tem- 
porary recovery he overate and died. Dr. 
Guiteras, Dr. Murray and all who par- 
ticipated in the autopsy declared, how- 
ever, that there was no question that 
the man died of yellow fever. One of 
Dr. Guiteras’ doubtful patients, a child, 
died yesterday. In the doctor's opinion 
the prevailing fever is not yellow fever, 
but there are isolated cases of that dis- 
ease. Last evening Dr. Guiteras pro- 
nounced the case of Ernest Beanges, now 
sick, as yellow fever. 

The three cases heretofore reported 
as existing at Biloxi were confirmed as 
yellow fewr by Drs. Murray and Gant 
after a carefulinvestigation. They are 
thoroughly isolated. The sensation: | 
report given out Wednesday night that 
there were seven additional cases in 
Biloxi is pronounced to be without foun 
dation.

Fly Casting. 

Ideal fly casting is a very simple move- 
ment and not a flourish. The elbow is 
kept down atthe side, the forearm moving 
only a little, and most of the work is done 
by the wrist. Holding the rod by the 
“grip,” the part of the butt wound with 
silk or rattan to assist the grasp, one finds 
that the reel, which is just below the 
‘“‘erip,”? aids in Lalancing the rod. The 
reel is underneath the casting. After hook- 
ing a fish many anglers turn their rods 80 
as to bring the reel to the upper side, thus 
letting the strain of the line come upan 
the rod itself instead of upon the rings or 
ferrules. For the first cast, with the right 
foot in advance, take the end of the line 
in the left hand and bring the rod upward 
and backward until the lineistaut. As 
you release the line the spring of the rod 
carries the linc backward. ‘This is the 
back cast. Then comes the instant pause, 
while the line straightens itself out be- 
bind, and th-n with a firm motion of the 
wtist, helped a little by the forearm, the 
rod is thrown forward and the line flies 
easily out in front.

New Orleans, Sept. 14.—Surgeon Carter 
has gone from Barkley to Ocean Springs 
He says that Barkley is comparatively 
the worst stricken place in Mississippi. 
He has seen eight cases of yellow fever, 
although the population of the town is 
only 25. There had been four deaths 
in 10 days, the last occurring Saturday 
night, and other deaths are momentarily 
expected. Nearly everybody in town 
has been sick. The fever was imported 
from Ocean Springs. The town has 
been completely isolated and guards 
have been placed around it. Vigorous 
efforts are being made to prevent the 
fever from spreading. 


The Ninth Case. 

New Orleans, Sept. 14.—The announce- 
ment of the ninth case of yellow feverin 
New Orleans, including the Gelpi death, 
was officially made by the board of 
health yesterday afternoon. This case 
{s Edward McGinley, a young man liv- 
ing immediately opposite a residence up 
tewn where a child died from the fever 
that had been prevailing at Ocean 
Springs. McGinley had been a visitor 
to the family during its residence on the 
Mississippi coast, and since the return to 
the city had been a constant visitor. It 
is therefore believed that he contracted 
the disease from th sick child.

A CLEVER WOMAN. 


Mre. Arthur Henniker, President of the 
English Socety of Women Journalists, 
Mrs. Arthur Henniker, the clever 

novelist, has recently been elected pres- 

ident of the Society of Women Jour- 
nalists in England. Mrs. Henniker does 
not claim to be a journalist. In fact, 
she devotes her time and energies chief- 
ly to writing short stories. She asserts 
that she can make more of them than 
of a larger piece of work and that there 
is not so much trouble with the plot. 

Indeed her health would, not permit 

her to stand the strain of heavy work. 

Mrs. Henniker is a great admirer of 

Thomas Hardy, and she considers ‘*The 


Well Beloved”’ his finest work. She has 
had ample opportunity to study Mr. 
Hardy and his method of working, as 
she is the only person with whom he 
has ever collaborated. Mrs. Henniker 
deems Miss Braddon a marvel not only 
because of the amount of good work she 
turns out, but because of the extraor- 
dinary amount of knowledge, both gen- 
eral and special, that she possesses. The 


English author has little sympathy 
with the ‘‘ problem novel,’ and she con 
siders the essay rather than the novel 


the proper medium for their discussion. 
Mrs. Henniker’s taste in literature is 
catholic. She is especially fond of poet- 
ry, and all the standard writers attract 
her. She is a strong home ruler and 
spends much of her time in Ireland, 
and she believes that the standard of 
morality in the Emerald Isle compares 


very favorably with that in the sister 
countries. Among her hobbies are the 


Ladies’ Working guild and a hospital 
for suffering animals. Mrs. Henniker 
has a charming home in Sloane gardens, 
London. —Chicago Times-Herald. 


A Woman Shoemaker. 

Of late years women have gone into 
all sorts of fields formerly occupied ex- 
clusively by men, says the Philadelphia 
Press, but Philadelphia enjoys the dis 
tinction of having a woman shoemaker. 
She began in a small way, but has pros- 
pered abundantly and now has an estab- 
lishment that is patronized largely by 
women of the most exclusive social set. 
This shoemaker is a practical worker. 
She does the measuring, draws the dia 
grams and gives detailed instructions to 
the journeymen in heremploy. She for- 
merly did the cutting up of the leather 
and can do so still when necessary. 
When asked how she came to go intoa 
business that men have always monopo 
lized hitherto, she said: ‘*I never liked 
to have men handling my feet when 
measuring my extremities or fitting a 
pair of shoes, and I concluded that there 
were hundreds of other women who felt 
the same way. I was convinced that 
all such would prefer to patronize ont 
of their own sex. So I learned the trade 
and went into the business of shoemak- 
ing. Iam glad I did, for I have made 
myself independent. ”’ 


Independence. 

There are very many reasons for 
women going to work, and not the least 
common of these is a genuine desire for 
independence. New Orleans women are 
among the last to succumb to this in 
fection, but from’every aspect the con 
dition is one come to stay, and in con 
sequence—unless the occupation is a 
confining and not altogether a congenial 
one—upon every side one may note 
handsomer, more purposeful, healthier 
women than of yore. With much in 
hand to accomplish, duties impending 
and insistent, a compensatory fee at the 
week’s end, there is no wonder that a 
worker is a happier, better regulated, 
more ambitious and sensible being than 
the idler with many useless schemes for 
personal aggrandizement socially, the 
flabby mind with a reception only for 
too easily digested literature. The wom- 
an who dreams and aspires and longs 
vainly spends too much of her time that 
way. It isa fact that the more one is 
obliged to do the more liable one is to 
do.—New Orleans Times-Democrat. 


Cora Hirtzel’s Appointment.

Women Veterinarians. 

Several women are planning this fa}l 
to enter the New York Colle ge of Vet- 
erinary Surgeons, with a view of taking 
the three years’ course = qui lifying 4 
with the degree of D. V. 

They will form the first woman's 
class in a veterinary college in this 
country, though France has one gradn- 
ate and there area few in Germany 
and Russia. ; 

The names of five young women have 
already been enrolled in the institution, 
and letters of inquiry are being rece rived 
from others every day. Dr. E. N . Leavy 
has been assigned by the faculty to form 
the class. ; 

From the letters which Dr. Leavy has 
received it appears that most of the 
young women who intend to study will 
do so with the idea of earning a living. 
As for the prospect of making an in- 
come, Dr. Leavy says that veterinarians 
charge $2 visit. The bureau of animal 
industry in the agricultural department 
at Washington pays inspectors $1,400 
a year and assistants $1,200. 

In 37 state agricultural stations 
veterinary surgeons are employed at 
from $1,500 to $3,000, and nearly all 
city health departments employ gradu- 
ates of veterinary colleges as meat and 
milk inspectors. No woman is now 
employed in these places. 

Dress Reform. 

The women who long for emancipa- 
tion, yet who cannot bring themselves 
to appear in abbreviated skirts or Turk- 
ish trousers, can at least help the good 
cause along by making a practical pro- 
test against the slavish observance of 
prevailing fashions. 

The women who impress us as being 
always suitably attired are seldom ar- 
rayed in garments made according to 
the latest mode. Their choice in dress 
is usually governed by fitness and mod 
eration. It may make very little differ 
ence to one who by reason of wealth or 
social position is a recognized leader of 
society, if her taste in dres 
terized merely by refinement and sim 

plicity, but it does make a great deal of 

ae nee to her poorer or more timid 
sister, who has been accustomed to look 
upon wealth as the basis of social dis 
tinction or who has not the moral cour 
age to dress within her means. 

No woman is exactly the keeper of 
another's conscience, but she should at 
least help the great work of education 
by living as if the soul were ‘‘more 
than raiment,’’ and not 
satisfied by a mousquetaire 
plaits. —House keeper. 
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A Professional Auctioneer. 

That woman has not a sense of hu 
mor is contradicted by a womanin Eng 
land who has taken up a profession 
which should rank next to that of th 
professional comedian. She has becom 
a professional auctioneer. If an auction 
eer can keep his audience laughing, the 
better sales he is upt tomake. Miss Ada 
Hammond, who is the young woman 
auctioneer, does not lay any stress, how- 
ever, upon this part of her work. She 
says it is a business which keeps its fol 
lowers talking, and for that reason it is 
eminently feminine. She had an ambi- 
tion to take it up, made application, 
found that she could do it and has been 
at work several years. She is very suc 
cessful, has wit enough to get the best 
of people who try to talk her out of 
countenance when she is at work and 
seldom loses money at her sales, al 
though there is always a risk, with 
heavy expenses to balance the profits. 
Miss Hammond does most of her work 
in the country districts, and it is hard 
work, for she is accustomed to make 
‘fone night stands,’’ doing business in 
one town on one day and in another on 
the next.—New York Times. 

An Army Nurse. 

Mrs. Richard E. Nash, chairman of 
the Army Nurses of ‘the G. A. R., says 
the Buffalo Times, is one of the few 
nurses who served in the field hospital, 
the most dangerous post for women. 
During her one year of service she was 
present at Williamsburg, Fort McHenry 
and Fair Oaks. Mrs. Nash has a red 
and gray balmoral shirt worn at Fair 
Oaks and which was completely riddled 
with bullets. It was from this same 
bloody field that she carried her wound- 
ed husband, the late William A. Moss, 
fora mile on her back to a place of 
safety. During the long marches over 
rough log roads her bed was a soldier’s 
blanket at the foot of a tree. Of the 
kindness of the boys of the One Hun- 
dredth New York regiment Mrs. Nash 
speaks warmly. Never a single confis- 
cated chicken roost but she was allowed 
generous rations. Last, but not least, 
is her remembrance of the faithful 
watches shared with her by the white 
bonneted sisters of charity in the float- 
ing hospital on the Pamunky river. 


An Ambitious Organization. 

An association to be known as the 
Young Women’s Settlement of New 
York City has been incorporated with 
the secretaty of state at Albany. This 
organization is formed to promote the 
physical, intellectual and spiritual im- 
provement of women and girls in the 
crowded portions of the great cities of 
the United States, and especially in the 
city of New York, by means of educa- 
tional and industrial classes and similar 
agencies and to train young women, es- 
pecially college graduates, for beneyo- 
lent work in New York city. The di- 
rectors are Murdock Howell and Grace 
F. Porter of Montclair, N. J.; F. Mason 
North, John S. Huyler, William H. 
Rowe, Jr.; E. Louis Fox and Isaac P. 
Coals of New York city. 

Japanese Progress. 

According to foreign papers the suc- 
cess of the proposed university for 
women in Tokyo is now assured. The 
principal officials and nobles of the em- 
pire are gre 2atly interested in the project, 
and the emp*ror and empress have not 
only used their influence in its favor, 
but have contributed a considerable sum 
of money tow ard itsendowment. Abont 
800,000 yen ($175, 000) will be needed to 
start the insfitution.

| author devoted 100 louis of his salary 
as senator toward pensioning an old 
prefect of Louis Philippe who had been 
ruined by the revolution of 1848, and 
how for 20 years he assisted and pro- 
tected a humble sculptor in whom he 
had become interested. 

M. Filon relates an incident of Meri- 
mee’s childhood that shows how sus- 
ceptible his nature was to strong im- 
pressions, and how responsible older 
people, and particularly parents, are 
for the development of certain traits in 
chfldren.

| infallible, Mr. Edward E. Jameson 
| Offered as evidence that recently he had 
witnessed some narrow escapes st the 
Wollaston station through that cause. 

Mr. Frederick A. Claflin inquired of Mr, 
Pinkham if the two fatal accidents. previ- 
ously spoken of were the only fatalities 
which had occurred at that station. Mr. 
Pinkham replied that to the best of his 
belief they were.

Mayor Adams then took the floor. Mr. 
Adams saidin part: Ican add but little 
to Mr. Pinkham’s very able presention of 
the case. It seems to me that the road has 
been impressed by the great danger at this 
| point and the citizens of Wollaston are 
equally impressed with the great detriment 
to the place caused by its attempted elimi- 
nation. There isa practical side to this 
question. The railroud has been in 
operation a great many years and this 
place has also been open some twenty-five 
years. During this time two fatalities 
have occurred. In view of the evidence 
| presented in regard to these accidents such 
| extreme measure as the road has recently 
| taken do not seem to be justifiable. 

The new way of compelling passengers 
to alight from and board the outward 
bound trains and the narrow Beale street 
bridge is in itself a great danger. It is 
also a damage to the property in Wollac- 
ton. 

It is hardly possible that Brook street 
will be extended beneath the tracks at 
present as the heavy expense to which the 
city would be involved, precludes such an

His ball playing—particularly his 
batting—surprised the veterans of the pro- 
fession and became the talk of ‘‘fandom”’ 
for the first month or more of the season. 
Then the fact that he was of full Indian 
| blood, though highly educated and pos- 
sessed of all the refinements of a white 
man, made him doubly a hero in every 
city where the Cleveland team played. 
| Suddently his heavy batting declined, 
his fielding became ragged and his play- 
ing in general ranged from poor to bad. 
Finally he dropped out of the nine entire- 
| ly. The real cause was for awhile sup- 
| pressed. <A had ankle was the excuse giv- 
| en to the public, but facts cannot be stran- 
gled, and the truth went abroad. Soc k- 
alexis had succumbed to the curse which 
bas been the bane of his nationality ever 
since civilization in America put whisky 
within the reach of the aborigines. Sock- 
alexis admitted it himself, and seemed to 
be determined to redeem his great error. 
What is the queerest part about his case is 
his claim that until he became a ball play- 
er he did not know the taste of whisky. 
But when he rose to be a hero and a pub- 
lic pet his admirers surrounded him. They 
must do him homage. Mere flattery was 
not sufficient; more seemed to be required 
to show their admiration for the young 
Indian ball player. Whisky! Indians in- 
stinctively liked whis ky. Sockalexis was 
| importuned to ‘‘join us.’’ His first refusals 
were soon broken down. The step was 
| taken. All the national love of ‘fire wa- 
| ter’ lying dormant in his soul flamed out, 
and the famous new star of the baseball 
| field went out like a meteor.

NO EPIDEMIC FEARED, 


New Orleans’ Board of Health Takes 
Complacent View, 


Vigorous Effort to Improve 
City’s Sanitary Condition. 


Detention Camp and Place For Reception of 
Indigent Patients. 


Wew Orleans, Sept. 20.—-The work of 
the sanitary forces was unabated yes- 
terday, ani the officers employed them- 
selves in hunting up many old rookeries 
where people are closely crowded and 
Where they live in filth. Many of these 
places were subjected to complete dis- 
infection and cleaning. 

Ata largely attended meeting of bank- 
ers, business men, ininisters and repre- 
sentatives of labor organizations it was 
resolved to ask the board of health to 
the advisability of adopting 
next Tuesday as a general cleaning day 
Acting Mayor Brittin and President Ol- 
liphant replied to the suggestion, strong- 
ly deprecating it. They wrote that it 
would inadvisable and inexpedient 
to determine upon a fixed day for clean- 
ing purposes, as such a movement wouid 
cause an accumulation of filth and 
trash which could not be removed at 
cncee; and by stirring up the miasma 
they would further endanger the health 
of the city instead of improving it. It 
Was suggested, therefore, that each in- 
habitant of the city proceed without 
delay to the cleaning of his own premises, 
to the disinfection of his water closets, 
alleys, yards, ete., and the destructior 
of all decaying matter by fire. 

The record last night was six new 
cases, one death, and three cases under 
examination. Owing to the vigorous 
efforts to prevent the spread of the fever, 
it is felt that New Orleans will escape 
anepidemic. That opinion is expressed 
freely by the health authorities 

The report of Dr. Metz, the city chem- 
ist, on the condition of the Italian quar- 
ter moved the board to prompt action. 
He found as many as 60 people huddled 
tegether and living in filth. In one room 
a@ goat was found sleeping nightly with 
the family whichownedit. The woman, 
Craffato, who died Satug lay, was taken 
from this quarter, and the board real- 
ized that unless something was done at 
once the block in which the woman had 
lived was likely soon to become a plague 
spot. It was therefore decided to guard 
and thoroughly disinfect and fumigate 
the entire square, and to remove as soon 
as pcssible most of the families to the 
old marine hospital. The hundred 
squatters who occupy the latter build- 
ing will be given quarters in one of the 
new schoolhouses in the vicinity, and 
the hospital buildings will be permarn- 
ently used as a refuge for the families 
of the Italian quarters and those of the 
indigent sick throughout the city. 

House Surgeon Bloom has had a con- 
ference with President Olliphant rela- 
tive to establishing a place to which in- 
digent yellow fever patients may be re- 
moved. There are usually or 800 
patients in the charity hospital, and it 
is considered highly dangerous to re- 
ceive fever patients there. Dr. Bloom 
said that the institution was ready to go 
to any expense to provide a supplemen- 
tary hospital. At this conference Dr. 
Beard submitted an offer of the free use 
of the old smallpox detention camp, 
which is entirely disconnected from the 
hospital, and it seems likely that the 
offer will be accepted. There are now 
two patients suffering with yellow fever 
in the cha .ty hospital, and their pres- 
ence, although they occupy isolated 
apartments, is deemed a serious men- 
ace. 

The detention camp at Fontainbleu is 
declared to be ready for the reception of 
guests. A special train went to Biloxi 
and Ocean Springs Sunday, and from 
there carried about 40 people to the 
camp. Tioday the camp was thrown 
open to all comers. Those who are not 
immunes will have to stay 10 days ac- 
cording to the federal law, which Surgeon 
Murray, as the commander of the camp, 
is bound to enforce. 

At Mobile. 

Mobile, Ala., Sept. 20.—The official 
bulletin shows 11 new cases of yellow 
fever. There has been one death, that 
of Frank Donaldson, 16 years of age, and 
a paper carrier. The total cases to date 
are 29; total deaths, 3. 

The calm was intensified Sunday, all 
traffic being suspended and the streets 
being even deserted by the usual throng 
of worshippers. Not only have many 
people gone away, but those remaining 
think it prudent to avoid gatherings. 

The president of the board of health 
comments upon the day’s report as fol- 
lows: ‘“I‘he cases reported were taken, 
one on the 12th, one on the 13th, one om 
the 14th, three on the 15th, four on the 
16}h and one on the 18th, s0 there is 
shown that there has been but one new 
cuse in the past 24 hours. All the cases, 
with one or two exceptions, are dcing 
well.” S

Two Thousand Through, 
Seattle, Wash., Sept. 20.—Sylvester | 
Scovel, the correspondent of the New | 
York World, has arrived here, bringing | 
the news that at least 2000 men with com- 
plete outfits will get through the Yukon, 
though he believes that only a small 
fraction of this number will reach Daw- 
son City before winter. 

From the best information he could ob- 
tain, gathered from all sources, he be- 
lieves that 2500 men have gotten over the 
Chilkoot pass and have gone on down 
to the mines. These men, however, with 
few exceptions, have gone through with 
little or no supplies, the average amount 
taken by each man being not over 500 or 
600 pounds, not mare than enough to get 
him to the great gold fields, where pro- 
visions are nut to be had. 


Coal Miues to Start. 

Hazleton, Pa., Sept. 20.—Teday is 
looked forward to as a decisive day. 
An attempt will be made to resume at 
Lattimer, where there are 1300 nien, and 
at Audenreid. There are nearly 2500 
men at the latter place, and they were 
the first to go out. Many of them want 
to return to work, but bands of women 
have prevented them. To insure pro- 
tection a squadron of cavalry and the 
entire Eighth regiment will go to the 
scene. The men at Coxe’s Driften mine 
pre also to decide today upon staying 
out or continuing at work. All these 
places will be well guarded by troops, 
and if the men are peacefully permitted 
to resume work it is thought that the 
backbone of the strike will be broken 
and no further vicience will result.

Buffalo, N. Y., Sept. 20.—Eugene Le- 
date murdered last night in the 
greenhouse of Jacob Katell. Frederick 
Katell, a son of the keeper, has con- 
fessed to the crime.

Proposition of the Chase Company Rejected 


at the Conference. 


Brockton, Mass., Sept. 20.—The con- 
ference between the committee of manu- 
facturers, Treasurer Shaw of the Chase 
Lasting Machine company and Secre- 
tary Williams of the Lasters’ union, be- 
gun at noon yesterday, was not con- 
cluded till after 8 o'clock Tast night. 
Secretary Williams then took the propo- 
sitions of the manufacturers to the meet- 
ing of the union, which discussed them 
for nearly two hours. At the end of that 
time the s€cretary announced that they 
had been rejected, but he would give no 
intimation as to the nature of the propo- 
sitions. All he would say was that the 
negotiations had ended without a settle- 
men being reached.

The report of the Assessors for May 1, 1897, 
showed 3,940 houses in the city, so there is 
more than one pupil on an average from each 
house. 

At the last city election there were 4,076 names 
on the voting lists of the city, so 
more school children than voters. 

But 3,870 residents of Quincy are assessed on

HOPE FOR BAD BOYS. 


THE JOHN WORTHY SCHOOL FOR JU- 
VENILE OFFENDERS. 


An Annex to the Chicago Bridewell 


Which Removes Young Prisoners From 
the Contaminating Influences of Prison 
Life and Gives Them a Chance to Reform. 


An earnest effort to solve a difficult 
problem in criminology is being made 
by the city of Chicago. What to do 
with the young hoodlums of. the streets 
who were constantly violating the laws 
and city ordinances, but who had not 
yet developed into hardened criminals, 
was a question which long puzzled the 
authorities. Many of the boys did not 
deserve to be sent to the reform school, 
where they would have to stay for a 
long term of years and from which they 
would emerge worse than when they 
entered. 

There was no intermediate place be- 
tween the reform school and the city 
bridewell, and to the latter they were 
sent, there to mingle with men old in 
sin. It was practically a school of crime 
for them. They associated and became 
acquainted with a class of men far more 
depraved than those with whom they 
would naturally have come in contact 
on the streets. They learned to look up 
to them and to emulate their evil deeds. 
Many protests were made against this 
system, but no remedy was suggested 
until John Worthy, a rich resident of 
the North Side, was appointed bridewell 
inspector in 1891. In aconscientious at- 
tempt to perform the duties of his office 
he became very much interested in the 
juvenile offenders whom he saw behind 
the bars. He realized the grave defects 
of the system which threw them into 
daily companionship with the worst of 
the city’s criminal class, and he at once 
set about the work of changing it. 

As a result of his efforts the proposi 
tion was made to establish in the bricd»- 
well a department where incarcerated 
boys should not only be separated from 
older criminals, but where they should 
be given useful instruction and receive 
both mental and manual training. Al 
though the project was not received 
with anything like enthusiasm it was 
agreed that the experiment should be 
tried. 

The chapel was at first used as a 
schoolroom, and here classes were held

for some time. But this was not giving 
the scheme a fair trial, and in 1893 the 
city council grudgingly appropriated 
$80,000 to build and equip a new wing 
for the purpose. It was finished two 
years later and in honor of its pro 
moter called the John Worthy school. 
Last March the school, which had been 
put in charge of the board of education, 
was opened and since then has been con- 
ducted with much success. 

It was not to be expected that the 
school would work any miraculous 
change in the youthful sinners who 
found their way inside the bridewell 
walls. Most of them are committed for 
terms averaging not more than three 
weeks at a time, and some for even 
shorter periods, so that they hardly get 
interested in their studies before they 
leave to go on the streets again. There 
have been not a few cases, however, 
which have shown that the system is 
bearing good results. A dozen or more 
boys who had formerly spent their time 
in mischievous if not actually criminal 
pursuits have, after leaving the prison 
school, been permanently reformed and 
are either regular attendants at the pub- 
lic schools or have gone to work with 
the serious intention of living honestly 
and respectably. . 

At present there are about 90 boys in 
the school, and most of these are under 
15. Older lads, who might be benefited 
just as much, are put to work in the 
bridewell shops, where their labor is 
wanted. An effort will be made to 
change this system, as there are accom- 
modations for 300 boys in the John 
Worthy school. There is no dormitory 
connected with the school, so the boys 
are obliged to sleep in bridewell cells, 
where an attempt is made to keep them 
apart from the older prisoners. This 
condition of affairs will soon be changed, 
for a new dormitory is to be built with- 
in the walls, but entirely separated from 
the bridewell. 

_ Under the present regime the boys 
rise at 6:30, spend half an hour arrang- 
ing their cells, receive their bread and 
coffee breakfast at 7 and at & o'clock 
are marched into the school play- 
grounds, where they are at liberty un- 
til 9. Then they go to the schoolrooms. 
In the forenoon half of them are taught 
the lower English branches, while the 
others are given manual instruction. 
They are taught to use carpenters’ tools 
and turn out simple little articles, which 
are either given away or destroyed, 
none of the products being put on the 
market. In the afternoon the classes are 
reverse d. Other lines of manual instruc- 
tion are to be introduced, and in time 
Chicago hopes to greatly reduce her 
class of graduates in crime by thinning 
out the freshmen.

A NEW YORK GIRL SHOOTS A BIG 
BEAR IN MAINE’S WOODS. 


Dainty Morning Gowns— Women asa Race. 
A Tribute to Southern Women—Straw 
Home Goods — West Virginia Women, 
Materials For Winter Gowns. 


A New York girl has killed one of 
the biggest bears ever slain in the Dead 
tiver region of Maine. This daring 
sportswoman is Miss Hattie M. Rich- 
ards, the daughter of a Grand street 
dry goods merchant, who lives at 130 
West Eighty-sixth street. 

She is stilt in Maine’s deep woods 
hunting and fishing.

Miss Richards carried a rifle that had 
been made expressly for her. She is fa- 
miliar with the use of firearms and has 
often brought down deer, but this was 
the first time she had had a chance to 
tackle a bear. 

Suddenly there was a loud cracking 
of the underbrush, and looking in that 
direction she saw a huge black bear 
coming toward her.

an with rifle raised waiting for him 
When he had approached to within 20( 
feet of her, she fired. The bullet struck 
the bear in the neck and made a_ bad 
wound, which caused the animal te 
grow very It made a rush for 
the girl, but when it was about 70 feet 
away Miss Richards’ rifle cracked again, 
and the bullet hit the bear behind the 
ear and killed it. 

The bear was an old fellow and 
weighed more than 400 pounds. Guides 
said it was the largest killed in the 
Dead river region in years. The head 
and skin are on the way to a New York 
taxidermist, and when mounted will be 
sent back to Maine to adorn the floor of 
the Richards camp, which is called 
Camp Rustic. 

As a sportswoman Miss Richards has 
few equals. She is 23 years old, of 
athletic build and spends her summers 
in the woods with rifle and rod. The 
members of the family are fond of out- 
door life. Their home is filled with 
trophies of the hunt, and they have a 
fine collection of firearms.—Boston 
Globe. 
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Dainty Morning Gowns, 

**Everybo®® should bear in mind that 
the most essential point in attaining a 
well dressed appearance is to study con- 
sistency and becomingness, as well as 
the latest modes in cut and fabrics,’’ 
writes Mary Katharine Howard in The 
Woman’s Home Companion. ‘‘The 
gown forthe morning may be of the 
most expensive material, yet if it be of 
fabrics designed for evening wear and 
made after the style of a street or re- 
ception costume both time and money 
have been thrown away in the effort to 
make something suitable to the time. 

“The morning house gown, and es- 
pecially that of thin, airy, flowing ma- 
terials, has an irresistible fascination 
for the wsthetic woman. If she isa 
success in tilis sre dress, she pretty 
well underst.: the art of selecting, 
in color and style, the gown that best 
harmonizes with hcr surroundings and 
her own individuality, and she wears it 
with the air of never having considered 
the effect at all. 

‘“‘The morning gown affected by the 
women of today is less the wrapper and 
more the dainty dress in which one 
can appear with all propriety outside 
the door of her own boudoir. In it she 
is appropriately gowned, and, while it 
is not stiffened with bones, stays and 
interlinings, the contour of the figure 
is not entirely hidden, as in the days 
when the Mother Hubbard wrapper 
went swirling in uneven fullness and 


‘slovenly fold about her feet and waist. 


Not that we wholly condemn this com- 
fortable lounging gown, which, when 
used in that capacity, isa comfort giv- 
ing garment, but let its use be confined 
to the lounging room, and not at the 
breakfast table or for the reception of 
morning callers. The woman who is 
carefully and becomingly gowned in the 
early morning not only adds greatly to 
her appearance from the point of good 
dressing, but takes on a more youthful 
appearance, and the effect she has upon 
those around her is by far more pleas- 
ing than if she has the look of having 
had just time enough to throw on a 
wrapper and reach the morning room to 
snatch a bite with the rest of the house- 
hold. 

‘At no time is the morning house 
gown more appreciated than in warm 
weather, when even the most comfort- 
able of outdoor garments seems unbear- 
able. Its very daintiness makes one 
cool, and when the thinnest materials 
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are used with the lactest of trimmings 
the delight of the wearer is only equal- 
ed by the pleasing effect the tout en- 
semble has upon others. In autumn and 
winter months the house gown, while 
quite as dainty, takes on a more sub- 
stantial and close fitting air, suggesting 
warmth and coziness. Richer and warm- 
er colors are generally used, though 
many women cling to the dainty, deli- 
cate tints and pure white all the year 
round. ”’ 


Women as a Race. 


All women have fathers as well as 
mothers. That is a fact of natural his- 
tory which we do not suppose the most 
advanced of the crowds who are now 
writing about women and their prog- 
ress are prepared definitely to deny, but 
they would certainly like to deny it if 
they could.

in the end, or, at all events, may in the 
end, after what Mrs. Green calls an an- 
archic period, develop in them same- 
thing probably superior to anything in 
men, or, at the worst, something rad- 
ically different. 

The human race with these writers 
is male, but women are female and 
therefore something quite other than 
human. Their strength and their weak- 
ness, their virtues and their failings, 
belong to themselves, and no more be- 
long toa common humanity than the 
qualities of cattle and the qualities of 
the felide belong to a common animal 
nature. They havea different line as 
well as a different law of progress, and 
will in the end develop into beings en- 
tirely separate from men, probably 
anuch higher, but at all events so differ- 
ent thgt to reason from the progress of 
one sex to the progress of the other is 
as futile as to reason that because wolves 
have in the course of unnumbered ages 
developed into dogs therefore cats must 
in the course of countless #ons develop 
into dogs also. In the violence of their 
recoil from the Tennysonian idea that 
woman is but lesser man the more fa- 
hatic Writers attribute to her qualities, 
faculties and, above all, a future fate 
which would, if their assumption were 
true, prove her to belong to an essen- 
tially different species, which resembles 
man only for a moment when, as it 
were accidentally, she is level with him 
in a race in which she is destined to be 
far the first. The fact that, as all men 
are the sons of women, they must share 
in any inherited excellence, or even 
change, which their mothers may de- 
velop is not so much denied as ignored 
and the whole question treated as if all 
men were the descendants of Adam and 
all women of Eve, not by a license of 
poetic speech, bntin prosaic fact. —Lon- 
don Spectator.

Workbaskets, whisk broom hold- 
ers, candy boxes, photograph holders, 
music and paper racks, jewel holders 
and catch alls for desk and toilet table 
can all be secured this season in any 
eolor that the buyer fancies, and some 
of the striped and plaided and dotted 
tops and panels to these accessories look 
far more like cloth than like straw. An 
up to date baby hamper in dainty col- 
ored straw puts the self colored recep- 
tacle that our mothers prepared for the 
little stranger’s advent away in the 
shade, so far a8 artistic excellence ig

ket basket remains undyed and undec- 
orated, except in a mixed crude red, 
but the market basket may bloom out 
yet and keep up with the high grade of | 
improvement in household belongings.

West Virginia Women. 

Women cannot hold office in West 
Virginia. It is stated on apparently | 
good authority that Governor Atkinson 
gave a notary public’s commission to a 
young lady of Wheeling, being under 
the impression that he was appointing 
& man, since the letter recommending 
her for the place gave only her initials. 
As soon as the governor learned her sex 
he asked for the return of the commis- 
sion, and it was promptly canceled. 
During the administration of Governor 
McCorkle the same mistake happened, 
only in this instance the woman was 
appointed on the governor's staff. She, 
too, lost her military status just as soon 
as her femininity was revealed. The 
last legislature tried to give women 
some show in acts establishing a girls’ 
industrial school and a hpme for inva- 
lids by declaring that the boards of di- 
rectors of each should be composed of 
an equal number of men and women. It 
appears, though, that the acts are not 
constitutional, since that instrument 
asserts that no persons except citizens 
entitled to vote shall be appointed to 
any office in the state, while it also lim- 
its the franchise to male citizens. —Bos- | 
ton Woman's Journal. 


Materials For Winter Gowns. 

The popular fabrics for winter cos- 
tumes will be satin cloth, serges, chev- | 
iots, Scotch homespuns and _ tweeds. | 
Fancy designs or plaids are not as pop- 
ular as they were. Velvet and velveteen 
will be more worn than ever before, 
while for visiting and dinner dresses 
black satin maintains its vogue, though 
satin brocades, either in one color or in 
soft shades that harmonize, are also} 
counted good form. The colors favored 
are dark navy blue, gray, a very deep 
golden brown, a darker green than em- 
erald, a pretty dark red and royal pur- 
ple. 

Buttons are profusely used, but they 
are chiefly the large, fancy shapes in 
horn, gutta percha or mother of pearl. 
The various braids and the narrow sat- 
in ribbons, especially in black, are used 
to produce original effects on skirts and 
bodices, a decoration fancied being a 
contrast obtained by means of an out- 
lining with white braid. For street} 
wear the suit—that is, the costume in 
one color—-continues to obtain. The 
jacket blouse is the new bodice of the 
season.—Isabel A. Mallon in Ladies’ 
Home Journal. 


Women Clerks of the Bauk of France. 

As the result of long and careful ex 
periment the governor of the Bank of 
France has now intrusted the work of 
detection of forged bank notes and of 
debentures with altered numbers entire- 
ly to a special corps of women clerks. 
He declares that the keen sensibility of 
their finger tips enables them in han- 
dling a note to distinguish the difference, 
however slight, between the forged and 
the real article. The means adopted for 
bringing to light the falsified numbers 
on debentures are rather more elaborate 
and consist mainly in the distinction of 
the difference in the symmetry of the 
figures and of the ink used, magnifying 
glasses being used for the former and 
chemical preparations for the latter. 


The German Empress. 

The German empress bestows a diplo- 
ma with her own signature, accompa- 
nied by a gobi cross, on all German fe- 
male servants who have remained con- 
tinuously in one family for 40 years. 
During the last eight years over 1,000 
domestics have received this honor, 
which is naturally very much prized by 
the recipients. Her majesty is known to 
take the greatest interest in the servant 
question, and she has often pointed out 
to those about her the importance of 
treating domestics kindly and well. She 
is adored in the royal household, and 
her six sons and little daughters are 
taught to be as considerate to their in- 
feriors as to their mother herself. 


Dorothea Klumpke. 

Miss Dorothea Klumpke is one of the 
most talented of women astronomers. 
Five years ago she was admitted to the 
Paris observatory, the only woman who 
had ever been a pupil of it. She now 
has charge of the eastern tower of that 
observatory, with a staff of women as- 
sistants who are under her manage- 


ment. She is equally talented in her 
observations and in her mathematical 
work. 


A London woman has been killed in 
the crush at a bargain sale at which 22 
policemen were employed to hold the 
crowd in check. The verdict of the cor- 
oner’s jury was, ‘‘Deceased died from 
syncope caused by the exertion and ex- 
citement of getting into a bargain sale, 
and that such death was due to natural 
causes. *’ 

The bishop of Hereford having ex- 
pressed himself very strongly on mod- 
ern female costume, an English lady 
turns on him in this way: *‘ Why should 
a bishop put on so feminine a garment 
as an apron if a woman cannot put on & 
vest?’’—Transcript.

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FARMERS’ CONGRESS, 
THE INTERESTING ASSEMBLY PRE- 


SIDED OVER BY “FARMER” HOARD. 


He Is an Ex-Governor of Wisconsin and 
Is Called 
the Congress Started and What It Is 


the Farmers’ Friend—How 


For. 


Ex-Govyernor W. D. Hoard of Wis- 
fonsin, who was recently elected presi- 
ent of the Farmers’ National Congress, 
is known in his own state and some- 
what widely throughout the west as 
‘*Farmer’’? Hoard. Probably no one 
man has done more to develop the dairy 
industry in Wisconsin and neighboring 
states than he, and for more than 30 
years he has taken a fatherly interest in 
the personal welfare of hundreds of 
farmers. For many years he has pub- 
lished Hoard’s Dairyman, which has 
been regarded as an authority on all 
matters pertaining to butter and cheese 
making and has been read religiously 
by thousands of dairymien. He has also 
edited a local paper called The Jefferson 
County Union. 

The organization which has chosen 
Mr. Hoard as its chief executive officer 
represents the result of years of com- 
bined effort on the part of the western 
farmers to form a coherent and repre- 
sentative body. The congress is the out- 
growth of the Grange movement, which 
afew years ago promised to knit the 
strength of the whole 
country into a powerful political body, 


| strong enough to dictate to legislatures 


and railroads. 

But the Grange proved too unwieldy, 
and it went to pieces almost because of 
its own weight. Next came the Farm- 
ers’ Alliance, with its spice of political 
aggressiven ss, and this proved even 
more popular as a form of organization 
than the Grange had been. It was soon 
seen, however, that little could be done 
by local alliances, so state alliances 
were formed, with the object of demand- 
ing definite reforms. 

In order to still further extend the 
work the organization was broadened

and the Farmers’ National Congress was 


evolved. The farmers had some diffi- 
culty in deciding just how many dele- 
gates should their working 
body. They did not want the number to 
be so large that the congress would be 
unwieldy nor so small that it would not 
be fairly representative. It was finally 
determined to have one delegate from 
each congressional district and two dele- 
gates at large from each state. This ar- 
rangement has worked very well, and 
the sessions have been of much benefit. 

There were a number of other candi- 
dates for the presidency at the recent 
convention in St. Paul, but ex-Governor 
Hoard proved to be the most popular. 
He is a plain, unpretentious man of 60, 
who thoroughly understands agriculture 
in all its branches and knows, too, how 
to win the confidence of an audience. 
President Hoard is a native of New 
York state, but he removed to Wiscan- 
sin at the age of 21 and has lived there 
ever since. He served during the war as 
a private in the Union army and alleges 
that he ‘‘has never done anything star- 
tling or heroic in his whole life.’’ 

He managed, however, to become well 
and favorably known toa great many 
people in Wisconsin. Some of them 
were farmers who had read his news- 
paper, and many were those who had 
heard him talk at farmers’ institutes 
and similar gatherings. For years he 
has been in demand as a speaker, for 
he could always be depended upon to 
say something that smacked of sound 
common sense as well as to enliven the 
session by telling one or two good stories. 
In this way he gained a wide reputation 
as a humorist, and his andiences came 
to expect at least one funny yarn or 
wittily told anecdote from him when- 
ever he appeared in public. He tells his 
stories with a serious look which adds 
not a little to their face value. Then he 
is a master of several kinds of dialect, 
and his Irish stories are especially well 
appreciated. 

Perhaps his best story is one which 
he told during his gubernatorial can- 
It concerned Mike and Pat. Mike 
had bet Pat a dollar that he could carry 
the latter to the top of a four story 
building in his hod. 

**Oi'll take thot bet,’’ said Pat. 

So Pat climbed into the hod, Mike 
shouldered it and the dangerous climb 
was begun. At the third story Mike was 
nearly exhausted and the hod wabbled 
about on his shoulder, but he recovered 
his wind and made the top safely. 

‘‘Shure,’’ said Mike, as he put the 
hod down on the roof, ‘‘ye didn’t think 
Oi'd lose me bet, did ye?’’ 

“Oi had hcpes at the third sthory,’’ 
said Pat. 

Ex-Governor Hoard always seems to 
have one of these anecdotes on tap to fit 
any subject or apply to any situation, 
and they are all the better appreciated 
for the fact that his applications are 
usually extremely pat. Often he tells a 
funny story just to put a farmers’ gath- 
ering in good humor or to break up a 
debate in which heated arguments and 
personalities have been indulged in.

Food For Favored Few. 

Washington, Sept. 20.—In his weekly 
report to the marine hospital service, 
Sanitary Inspector Brunner at Havana 
says: For the week ending Sept. 9 
there were 326 deaths, of which 15 were 
from yellow fever, 29 from enteric and 
pernicious fevers, 34 from dysentery 
and 34 from entrita.”

Evidence For Lentgert. 

Chicago, Sept. 25.—The testimony for 
the defense m the Luetgert trial yester- 
day was for the most part that of wit- 
nesses who said they had seen Mrs.

A disposi- 
tion was evinced by some to resent what 
they termed the “gall of the members 
of the club, but those who were resent- 


indorse 


ful and kept away formed a minority 
of the Democrats on the ground. As 
the club had practical control of the 
machinery, its meeting place was the 
center of attraction. No trouble was 
experienced in securing endorsers of 


the proposition for an early recital of 
creed, the purpose of which was to se- 


cure so unmistakable a manifestation 
of loyalty to the doctrines promulgated 
at Chicago as to discourage at the very 


beginning any disposition to straddle, 
as was done in Maryland, or to evade, 
as happened at a meeting of the Demo- 
cratic committee of New York. 

There were 68 members present when 
the club met, and after a short discus- 
sion it was voted, 67 to 1, to support the 
platform and have no political fellow- 
ship with those who do not. Pierre 
Humbert, Jr., of Boston was chairman 
and George H. Hayward of Boston sec- 
retary. The significence of this is to be 
found in the covert development of a 
movement to oust Judge Corcoran from 
his place on the national committee be- 
cause of his rejection of the silver doc- 
trin. Then followed the taking of names 
of those agreeable to the carrying out 
of the program the organization had 
vormulated. 

Robert Treat Paine, who is chairman 
of the committee on reselutions, enter- 
tained the members of the state execu- 
tive committee at dinner. Those present 
were Philip J. Doherty, Harry Lloyd, 
John H. Sullivan, Senator Joseph Cor- 
bett, John H. Scollard of Boston, Daniel 
J. Crowley of Danvers, John O'Gara of 
Spencer, George T. McLaughlin of Sand- 
wich, Charles J. Bellamy of Springfield, 
John W. Coughlin of Fall River, and 
Alderman John H. Lee of Bostor. 

At the meeting of the state commit- 
tee the discussion was very heated, and 
angry and loud debates were held. The 
first contest was on the motion of Harry 
Lloyd, that a committee to consist of 
himself, the chairman and secretary of 
the state committee be appointed to pre- 
sent the names of candidates for state 
committeemen-at-large. Congressman 
Fitzgcreld led the battle against the 
motion, arguing that it savored of 
autocracy and was without a precedent. 

The Williams forces, represented by 
Robert Treat Paine, Jr., Harry Lloyd, 
Philip Doherty and others, discovered 
that they could not control the meeting 
of the state committee. Most of the 
men they depended on were absent. The 
opportunity was seized by their op- 
ponents. The representatives of the 
machines in Fall River, Worcester, Law- 
rence and other cities rallied to the sup- 
port of the Bostonmen. The Williams 
extremists showed their hand through 
Lloyd. Joseph J. Corbett moved that 
{he committee to make up the slate for 
rommitteemen-at-large be made up ac- 
rording to precedent, by committeemen- 
pt-large from the congressional districts. 
Mr. Lloyd moved to amend by making 
it a committee of three members onlv
